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Taylor Police Sergeant Receives Medal of Honor 


A Taylor p6lice sergeant has received 
the department's highest honor for shooting 
a gunman who fired 200 shots and 
wounded an Allen Park police officer during 
a standoff in an Allen Park neighborhood. 

Sergeant Frank Kornexl was presented 
with the Medal of Honor by Taylor Chief 
of Police Dale Tamsen during the February 
17 meeting of the Taylor City Council. 
Kornexl received a standing ovation from 
the crowd, which included about a dozen 
of his fellow officers. 

Chief Tamsen told of Kornexl’s hero- 
ics as a member of the Downriver Mutual 
Aid SWAT Team during an incident in 
Allen Park on May 22, 2009. 

When Kornexl arrived at the scene, he 
was told that an Allen Park officer had been 
shot, and that the gunman was barricaded 
in a house and had continued shooting. 

Kornexl entered the inner perimeter of 
the incident area and located a position 
from which to contain the threat. He saw 
several rounds fired from the house toward 
an area where other officers were deployed, 
and the gunman also fired rounds toward 
Kornexl’s location. 

Kornexl fired one round and struck the 
gunman, Mark David Fussner, who was 
later pronounced dead at the scene. 

The standoff began when a 24th Dis- 


trict Court officer attempted to serve Fuss-

ner with an eviction notice at his home. As 
an Allen Park officer approached the house, 
Fussner shot him with small-game pellets. 
The pellets struck the officer in the fore- 
head, nostrils, chest, arms, and hands, 
police said. 

The Allen Park officer was able to take 


cover behind his car and return fire. The 


incident soon escalated, and lasted seven 
hours. The SWAT Team was summoned. 
At one point, police officers were fired upon 
for an hour straight. Tamsen said that more 
than 200 rounds were fired from several 
weapons as Fussner “held an entire neigh- 
borhood hostage.”

Voters To Face Two Millage Proposals in May School Election 


At its February 22 meeting, the Rom- 
ulus Community Schools Board of Educa- 
tion unanimously approved the placement 
of two millage proposals on the ballot for 
the district’s annual election, to be held on 
Tuesday, May 4. 

One proposal addresses the district's 
authority to continue levying its “operating” 
millage; the second is a request for a 4.25- 
mill “sinking fund” increase to be used for 
purposes such as the construction, repair, 


_and maintenance of school buildings and 


facilities. 

The ballot language follows. 
CONTINUATION OF OPERATING 
MILLAGE 

The Romulus Community Schools 
(the District) is authorized by State law to 
levy a voter-approved millage of up to 18.00 
mills on non-homestead and nonqualified 
agricultural property and up to 16.63 mills 
on owner-occupied residential “principal 
residence” or “homestead” property and 
qualified agricultural property. The amount 
levied on principal residences and qualified 
agricultural property for the 2009-2010 


school year was 6.4332 mills. The authority 
to levy this millage expires with the 2011 
tax levy. This proposal would restore and 
continue the District’s authority to levy this 
millage for an additional ten years (2012— 
2021), and would allow the District to re- 
ceive the full foundation allowance revenue 
permitted by law. 

To provide operating funds for the 
Romulus Community Schools, Wayne 
County, Michigan, shall the limitation on 
the taxes that may be levied upon taxable 
property in the District be increased by 
18.00 mills ($18.00 per $1,000 of Taxable 
Value), with all 18.00 mills to be levied on 
non-homestead and nonqualified agricul- 
tural property and up to 16.63 mills ($16.63 
per $1,000 of Taxable Value) to be levied 
on principal residences and qualified agri- 
cultural property, for a period of ten (10) 
years, 2012 through 2021 inclusive? The 
estimate of the revenue the School District 
will collect from combined taxes authorized 
herein if the millage is approved and levied 
in the 2012 calendar year is approximately 
$14,500,000.

PROPOSAL TO INCREASE SINKING 
FUND MILLAGE LEVY 

The Romulus Community Schools 
(the District) was authorized by voters to 
establish a sinking fund and to levy a sink- 
ing fund millage of 0.75 mills in Novem- 
ber of 2008. The following proposal in- 
creases the District’s sinking fund millage 
levy by 4.25 mills for the construction or 
repair of school buildings and all other pur- 
poses authorized by law for the calendar 
years 2010 through 2017, inclusive. 

Shall Romulus Community Schools, 
Wayne County, Michigan, increase its sink- 
ing fund levy by 4.25 mills ($4.25 per 
$1,000 of taxable value) for the construction 
or repair of school buildings and all other 
purposes authorized by law for the calen- 
dar years 2010 through 2017, inclusive? It 
is estimated that the 4.25 mill increase 
would raise approximately $4,950,000 in 
the first year that it is levied.

McLachlan: Data First, Then Decision

On Thursday, February 18, there was 
a Town Hall Meeting at Romulus Middle 
School. This meeting was held under the 
auspices of the Redesign Committee that 
the Board of Education established as an 
advisory body back in October. 

Before I go further, I want the Com- 
mittee members to know that I absolutely 
value their time, work, and dedication to 
serving the community. I attended some of 
their meetings, and saw their commitment. 
In no way do I want my comments that 
follow to be construed as me “attacking” or 
discrediting their work or involvement. 

However, it is my opinion that the 
Redesign Committee, as an advisory com- 
mittee to the Board of Education, should have 
made a full report of their findings to the 
Board, for our input and direction, so that 
the Board could then direct the Adminis- 
tration to develop the financial impact(s) 
of the plan(s) to report and discuss with 
the community. I made my opinion on this 
matter very clear before this meeting was 
held, to no avail. For those community 
members who attended that meeting, I 
apologize to you that you were not given 
any substantive information. To say the 
least, the meeting was premature and, again, 
in my opinion, not well prepared. 

It is also important to note that the 
Board of Education does not have any de- 
tailed information about the redesign plan, 
other than what was presented at the meet- 
ing. In fact, the details that were available 
were released to the public prior to my re- 
ceiving the information as a Board member. 

Specifically, the recommendation from 
the Redesign Committee would create a 
K—5 elementary configuration at Wick, 
Halecreek, Barth, and Romulus elementary 
schools. Merriman Elementary students 
would be shifted to Halecreek, and students 
attending Cory Elementary would go to 
Wick. The “plan” also calls for the Adult 
Education and Community High/Middle 
School programs to be moved from the Mt. 
Pleasant Center to Merriman, and the 
pre-K and child-care programs to be housed 
at Cory. 

It is important to note that there are 
some very good facets to this plan. Sixth- 
graders would benefit from a more rigorous 
curriculum opportunity, and even have the 
chance to earn high school credit. The dis- 
trict would be in a position of using our 
physical resources in a more efficient, cost- 
effective manner. 

At this meeting, which any reasonable 
person would expect, there were some high 
emotions and tension, as the Committee 
recommendation is to “repurpose” two ele- 
mentary schools and place the sixth grade 
into the middle school. Some in attendance 
raised questions, as was their right, regard- 





ing administrative pay, cuts, etc. Those who 
posed that type of question were, in my 
opinion, treated with disregard, disrespect, 
and outright rudeness. I apologize, as a 
member of the Board of Education, that I 
did not rise up to speak out against this 
treatment. I felt that, had I done so at the 
time, it would have exacerbated the situa- 
tion, much like throwing gasoline on a fire. 
Please know that I will address my concerns 
with those statements through the manner 
available to meas an elected member of your 
Board of Education. 

. It is my intention to vote to send this 
matter back for reconsideration, or, at the 
very least, to direct the superintendent to 
have substantive documentation relative to 
impact and cost before he seeks the author- 
ity to begin implementing this plan. I will 
not do what has been requested of me — to 
vote to give the administration the author- 
ity to execute this plan, then develop the 
impact assessments and cost implications. 
I don't subrogate my authority as a duly 
elected member of the Board of Education 
at any time. I will only vote on this plan 
when I have been provided with all avail- 
able pertinent data to make an informed, 
reasoned decision. To me, it would seem 
absolutely foolhardy and irresponsible to 
vote to authorize such a wide-ranging plan 
with no definitive data and cost analysis. 
We are in the midst of financial chaos, as 
are almost all Michigan school districts, and 
authorizing structural changes without 
knowledge of their financial impact, in my 
opinion, would show a very serious lack of 
judgment. — 

I urge residents to contact their school 
board members, to attend our meetings, 
and to voice your comments and concerns. 
We, as a community, must be proactive in 
our deeds. We must make judgments and 
decisions based upon solid fact, not, “We 
think this will be the result.” 

You deserve better.

doing what we have to do to create jobs 
and get this economy back on its feet.

than any other time I have seen, there is a 
need for relentless and dogged questioning 
from Congress, and as your ‘watchdog,’ that 
is exactly what I am doing. I have intro- 
duced legislation that I intend to see enacted 
into law that would allow the government 
to break up banks before they are again 
allowed to get to the point that they are 
‘too big to fail.’ 

“Further,” he continued, “I have intro- 
duced legislation that would tax these out- 
rageous mega-bonuses being given to the 
very bankers who helped created the finan- 
cial mess we are now digging out of.

Later, police found seven weapons in 
the home, four of which.had been fired by 
Fussner. The Allen Park officer was later 
treated at a hospital and released. 

“An investigation revealed that the de- 
fendant had planned to barricade himself 
in the house,” said Tamsen. “The defen- 
dant had several long guns and a handgun

inside the residence, and had placed ammu- 
nition near windows in each room of the 
house.” 

Chief Tamsen said Sergeant Kornexl 
put himself “in a life-endangering situation 
with possibility of loss of life, going above 
and beyond the call of duty.” He added that . 
the sergeant’s actions exemplified “personal 
sacrifice and extreme bravery.”

Four Taylor firefighters have been hon- 
ored for their efforts in saving the life of a 
volunteer member of the Taylor Auxiliary 
Police Department. 

The firefighters — Captain Glenn Ross, 
Lieutenant Chad Cousino, and Fire Medics 
Bryan Schwesing and Jason Anderson — 
were honored with a certificate of appre- 
ciation during the February 16 City Coun- 
cil meeting. 

Fire Chief Vince Fedel said the four 
were instrumental in saving the life of Lieu- 
tenant Charles Owens, a member of the 
Auxiliary Police, the evening of January 15. 

The firefighters were summoned to 
Owens, who was suffering chest pains. They 





treated and transported him to Oakwood 
Hospital in Dearborn, where a doctor said 
that Owens had experienced a heart attack 
and three arteries had closed. He received 
four stents in two arteries during surgery. 
“I was in extreme distress, and these 
men made me feel as comfortable and 
relaxed as possible,” Owens said in a letter 
to the City. “I believe if it wasn’t for the

fessional skills that I would not be here writ- 
ing this letter. 

“These men went above and beyond 
in my eyes,” he added. “I credit these fine 
heroes from the Taylor Fire Department 
who ... helped save my life that night.” O 


Romulus Students Helping Haiti

The Romulus school district has 
committed a great deal of time and effort 
to help those who are in need. Since the 
earthquake in Haiti on January 12, ele- 
mentary and secondary students alike 
have generated numerous ideas on how 
they could help. 

Many thought of quick fund- 
raisers. Wick Elementary, for instance, 
collected just over $1,000, and culmi- 
nated its two-week fund-raiser with a 
“staff vs. sixth-graders” volleyball game. 
Romulus High School collected over 
$700 from “Hats for Haiti,” with stu- 
dents paying $1 for the privilege of wear- 
ing a hat in school, while also contrib- 
uting to the earthquake relief effort 


through other fund-raising means. 


Cory and Halecreek elementary 
schools also held fund-raisers. Hale- 


creek’s effort featured a “Kids for Quar- 
ters’ drive that involved hanging a chain 
link in the hall, as a reminder of the stu- 
dents’ mission, for every $.25 donated. 
Corys “Cash for the Cause” generated 
$400, as students generously contrib- 
uted to aiding their fellow man. 

Other schools took different ap- 
proaches to helping Haiti. First-graders 
at Barth Elementary collected shoes and 
money; the shoes were then donated to 
a nonprofit organization called Soles for 
Souls, Merriman Elementary will be cre- 
ating an Art from the Heart project called 
“Hearts for Haiti.” The objective is for 
students to create the hearts, which can 
then be “purchased” for a donation and 
inscribed with a name. The hearts will 
be displayed within the school. 

Altogether, the district raised a com- 
bined $2,500 in donations for a number 
of organizations, including Forgotten
